Thank you most sincerely for participating in the Election Observation Program in the 2006 
election cycle. Whether you participated in the June Primary Election, the November 
General Election, or both, your efforts helped county election officers and the Secretary of 
State's Elections Division make meaningful improvements to the elections process in the 
State of California. 


Following the June Primary, your observations were verbally shared:with the counties you 
had visited. They used this information to make important changes in their poll worker 
training and voter education programs and in the elections process in their respective 
counties. Some of your observations and recommendations led to improvements at both 
the state and county levels, and enhancements by vendors to voting equipment. - 


The most notable change related to the VVPAT printers. Those of you observing in 
November reported far fewer paper jams and printer failures than the observers had 
reported in June. Another noticeable change related to use and availability of signs. There 
were fewer issues of missing or non-visible signs at polling places in many counties that 
had experienced issues in June. Voters also benefited. As a result of increased voter 
education efforts in the counties and by our Office, fewer voters using electronic equipment 
were asking for VVPAT receipts." | 


As reports of electronic voting fiascos came in from other states in November, voters i in 
California expressed concern about reliability and security of the equipment and the 
protections in place to preserve the integrity of the election. Knowing that the Secretary of 
State would deploy observers to the polls was reassuring to both voters and candidates. 
The results of your observations will be shared with the counties, again improving election 
procedures and ensuring the sanctity of the vote, essential to a democracy. Most 
importantly, overall confidence in California's electoral process remains high. 


And for those of you who participated in both June and November, we are especially 
grateful. Thank you all for participating in this important program.
